Division, Federal Bureau of Investigation, Minneapolis, 
Minnesota, announced today the arrest of five individuals in 
connection with the early morning shooting on May 5, 1976, of 
RUSSELL MEANS, age 36, Procupine, South Dakota, and JOHN M. 
THOMAS, from the State of Oklahoma. The incident happened at 
the Indian Housing Project, Wagner, South Dakota, which is on 
the Yankton Indian Reservation. 

MEINCKE identified the individuals arrested as FRANCIS 
ALLEN ARCHAMBEAU, MIKE WESTON, TERRY PROVOST, JAMES WEDDELL and 
a juvenile. All individuals arrested are Indian males from the 
Wagoner, South Dakota, area. 

The five were arrested on May 5, 1976, by the Sioux 
City Police Department, Sioux City, Iowa, as a result of an 
All Points Bulletin. All five were incarcerated at the Sioux 
City Police Department.
